In a report to the Board of 
Public Works, Joseph Lawlor of 
Camp, Dresser and McKee _ re- 
commended ‘“‘prompt’’ action in 
that direction. 

He told board members that the 
Abbot test well will cost $66,000 
while the Ballardvale well will 
run to $78,000. 

The largest single item is 
$111,600 for a 6200-foot, 16-inch 
water main on Porter rd., from 
Woburn to So.

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No Law On The Books 


Last week Dino Valz, in a letter to the editor, asked a 
question — is there anything in our town charter or by- 
laws that prevents an official from acting on public busi- 
ness when he has a personal financial interest in it? 

Official sources provide us with the answer: 

There are no such requirements written in our by-laws. 

In the case of competitive bidding, required on all ex- 
penditures of $50U or more, there are no restrictions of 
the sort mentioned by Mr. Valz. Nor are there any require- 
ments under the by-laws in reference to public officials 
acting on expenditures under $500 in which they might 
have an interest. 

Mr. Valz made the point that officials, whose business 
experience or professional work make them qualified to 
Sit on boards and committees, often are personally in- 
terested in contracts to be awarded or in supplies and 
services to be purchased, 

The absense of any requirements, taking these officials 
off the hook when such matters are considered by their 
boards or committees, makes it impossible to insist that 
they take no part in the decision that affects them per- 
sonally. 

In still another way, there is now no rule or law con- 
cerning a public official doing business with a private 
party, who, in turn, must do business with that official in 
his public capacity. 

An example of this is an engineer drawing plans for a 
sub-divider then sitting in judgment on the plans as a 
public official.

This now happens. The 
cludes among its stockholders Board of Works 
sett. Plans drawn by that firm eventually come back to 
the board where Flye, as chairman, is responsible with 
the other members for approving them, with the public’s 
best interest in mind, 

There is nothing dishonest about the situation — it is 
a question of the propriety of a public official taking part 
in that type of arrangement. And too, it is possible that 
some business comes to a public official because others 
know he will eventually act on the plans in his public 
capacity. 

There has been nothing to indicate anything but the 
highest respect for the town’s best interests, 

But it is a question whether such a situation is best 
for the community in the long run. 

As for the problem of officials doing direct business 
with the town, BPW member Francis Reilly bids on putting 
his equipment to work for the town and generally receives 
a share of the work. The town, in the past, has rented 
equipment from BPW Secretary Alex Henderson and he has 
been called upon to do a repair chore or two for the board. 
oth men have plowed snow, under the hire of the board, 
On many occasions, 

In some communities it is illegal for public officials or 
firms they represent to do business with their local 
government. Certainly there should at least be some town 
requirement that public officials not participate in deci- 
sions when their business interest is involved, directly 
or indirectly.
